I never 
threw anything away when I was 
making a home for my children 
and my husband, and that’s the 
reason we could go on living.” 

' While age may have affected her 
physical ‘appearance, Mrs, Miller,

The biggest civic issue to face 
the community in several decades 
was mulled over by 5 members of 
the city council and a couple of 
casual spectators, Monday night. 
In anticipation of another record 
erowd such as that which jammed 
the council chambers when the 
building code was aired, the coun- 
cil room had been filled with col- 
lapsible chairs: 

They stood empty—all night. 

The $327,000.00 sewage disposal 
plant bond issue which will mean 
an annual cost of $40 to $50 for 
every family in the community for 
the next 40. years was the subject 
of dull, placid discussion, quite in 


[contrast to the heated verbal bat- 


tles that marked the airing of a 
“penny ante” building code which 
had no fixed’ price tag. 

The meeting was nearly cancel- 
ed when a quorum failed to show 
at 8 p.m. A telephone canvas of 
the town by the Mayor netted .an- 
other councilor and the .meeting 
was called with McFall, Benser, 
Pierce, Capelin and Schneider 
present ~—— Gould, Heater, ane 
Blackwell absent. 

Robert Norris, of the eipiedes 
ing firm of Ayres, Lewis, Norris, 
and May, of Ann Arbor, was call- 
ed upon to tell the council the pro~ 


gram his firm had set up. He re- 


detailed the story of the decision 
of the Water resources commis- 
sion. : 

Boyne City has been cited to 
have iv’s bids let and construction 
of a sewage disposal. plant started 
by June 1, 1953; it must have its 
plant in operation and stop poe 
tion by July 1, 1954. ; 

Norris emphasized the fact that 
action must be taken in financing 


{and floating a municipal bond is- 


sue on a “tight schedule” in order 
to comply with the dictates cf the 
water resources commission. 

The question of what happens to 
a community which fails to comply 
with commission orders or fails to 
vote a bond’ issue was raised. Nor- 
ris cited New Ponds Mich., as an 
example. 

New Buffalo fought the commis- 
sion through the courts, lost, and 
was forced to issue judgement 
bonds in order to comply with-the 
commission’s edict. 

Wm. Moore, of the investment 
firm of McDonald & Moore, De- 
troit, told the council that a judge- 
ment bond issue couldn't possibly 
command a very favorable interest 
rate or selling market because it 
lacked evidence of good faith. 

The question of water-main re- 
placement as an addition to the 
project for building the sewage 


disposal. plant, ae sewers, 
and overhauling the city. water 
system was discussed. The council 
gave Engineer Norris its approval 
to drawing up a financial prospec- 
tus on the total cost of eompleying 
the project. 


Discussion then éenteved around: - 


the employment of the McDonald 
& Moore firm as financial consul- 
tants at a commission rate and one 
half per cent. 

Action was deferred in. the mat~ 
ter by motion of Councilman 
Schneider with the council con- 
curring by roll call that they wish- 
ed to defer the employment of. a 


financial councelor until. the: en-— 


tire council was present to sign the 
contract which the firm of McDon- 
ald & Moore has tendered. 

The role of financial consultants, 
as explained by Wm. Moore.would 


‘consist of the following services— 


making survey’ of costs, ‘set. rates. 
for revenue, arrange bond matur- 
ities, test prospective rate struc- 


ture of water utility, clear bonding 


issue through state finance com- 
mission, sell the bond -issue, and 
guarantee the bid. 

Following the comprehensive— 
but bleak prospectus—of the city’s 
next. major civic project the coun- 
cil adjourned at 12: 20 a.m., Tues- 
day.

Two 
weeks after, having occasion to 
use it, the theft was. discovered.

Mr. Dix- 
on eventually recoverd the wagon 
and two of the kettles, which were 
found on Beaver Island, after the 
breaking up of a Mormon settle- 
ment. 


A few weeks after the incidents 
already mentioned, the Mormons 


held their celebration on Holy Is- 
land, it being what they termed a 
feast of the first fruits. The party 
from Beaver Island, consisting of 
about fifty men and women, with 
Strang among them, made the 
journey in boats, and spent the 
night on the island which has 
since been known by the name of 
Holy Island. When they returned, 
the next day, Mrs. Dixon noticed 
that some of the boats were tow- 
ing long timbers. Mr. Dixon was 
absent. As the boats, with the 
timbers in tow, passed down the 
river in front of the house, in 
charge of a few men, the other 
members: of the party filed along 
the path, back of the house, toward 
the mouth of the river, having 


landed from the boats at the resi- 
dence of one of the Mormon fam- 
ilies, on the shore of Pine lake. 
Suspecting mischief, and being 
somewhat alarmed, Mrs. Dixon re- 
solved to ascertain what was. go- 
ing forward. A Mermon neighbor 
to: whom she applied declined to 
give her. any “p4prmation, but 
said if sk¢ wishe«, 9 go and ascer- 
tain for irself sae yould not be 
harmed. F lowit, 3 % the party down 
toward the mouth of the river, she 
found that they had crossed to the 
south side, and were standing in 
a group, on an elevation, with 
Strang in their midst. ‘Some of 
the men were busying themselves

the water, and one was bringing a 
spade. Asking what they were 
going to do, she received for reply 
that they were about to erect a 
gallows, on which should be hang-~ 
ed all who violated their laws. 
Frightened at what seemed im- 
pending danger, Mrs. Dixon re- 
turned to the house. 

After the Mormons had gone 
the gallows was found standing 


with four roughly carved wooden | jm 
images of men hanging by the! Him 


neck, and another standing erect 
on the frame. On one of them 
was the figure of a coffin, drawn 
with red chalk, and three men 
walking away from it, with this 
inscription; “Dixon, successor to 
the Pine River murderers, in his 
dying hours abandoned by his 
friends.” On another was the in- 
scription: “May his days be few, 
and his name be lost and blasted 
from among men. God hear our 
prayers, and those of our wives 
and children, for vengeance.” 


In August the Mormons were 
re-inforced by the arrival of Rich- 
ardson, Bickel, Page and Nickels 
from Beaver Island. 


In the course of the summer, Mr, 
William Sterling, his wife and in- 
fant child, arrived from Elk Rap- 
ids, and were received into the 
house occupied by the Dixons, 

Messrs. Dixon and Sterling Con- 
ceived the project of building a 
saw-mill on Pine River. It was 
proposed to build a dam on the 
lower river, at some point’ be- 
tween Round Lake and Lake 
Michigan. It was thought advisa- 
ble that the margin of the stream. 
and of Round Lake should first 
be cleared of driftwood and fallen 
timber, which could be convenient- 
ly accomplished only by the aid of 
a scow. Accordingly, a quantity 
of clear stuff pine plank, for build- 
ing a scow, was brought from Elk 
Rapids and piled upon the bank 
of the river ready fcr use. 

Soon after the lumber was re- 
ceived it happened that both men 
were absent on business, Mr. Dixon 
at the mission at Bear Creek and 
Mr. Sterling at Mackinac.

Cleaner at Show 


The proper use of seed cleaning 
equipment for elevators and farms 
will be a special feature of this 
year’s seed section of the Northern 
Michigan Potato, Apple and Seed 
Show, says Ed Rebman, county 
agricultural agent. r) 

‘A large commerical manufac- 
turer of seed cleaning equipment 
has agreed to set up elevator size 
equipment and farm size equip- 
ment at the show. Throughout 
each day at the show, periodic 
demonstrations of the use of the 
equipment will be made. It is a 
known fact that equipment now in 
the area is capable.of doing a much 
better job of cleaning, if properly 
used. There are so many little 
adjustments with such equipment, | 
that effect the job being done. A, 
special day for elevator operators 
is being planned. The cooperation 
of elevators and farmers in secur- 
ing seed. samples for the show is 
being solicited. 

This year’s show will be held 
in the new 4-H community center 
on the Emmet county fair grounds 
in Petoskey, November 4th to 7th. 
The seed section. of this year’s 
show has been expanded to -in- 
clude cereal grains; oats, wheat, 
barley, rye and corn; field beans; 
red kidney,’ yellow eye and white 
pea and field. peas, in addition to 
the legume seeds such as alfalfa, 
the clovers; red, mamouth, alsike, 
ladino and sweet and also vetch.

Herds demonstrating any reac~ 
tion to this ABR test will be blood 
tested as in the past. The proce- 
dure following the blood test will 
also be the same as in previous 
tests. Farmers are urged by coun- 
ty agent Rebman to assist the de- 
partment in making the retests in 
order that this dreaded disease 
may be .conrolled and possibly 
eradicated.

from the unknown spread of TB 
germs,” Dr. Litzenburger declared. 

He added that the X-ray process 
will require no disrobing and will 
take only a few minutes. Reports 
on possible obnormal conditions 
will be confidential to the individ- 
ual and. his family physician.
